Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 

fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 17, 18, 28, 35, 58, 61-64, and 68-71 are allowed. The following is 

an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of record 
disclose a mobile device using a hinge about a main display and a secondary 
LED display on the opposite side of the main display using a controller to enable 
both displays. However, none of the applied reference, or any other art, discloses 
wherein the main control used to control both main and secondary LED display 
panel while being enabled to register a user-created pattern input display data 
via input through an operation part, and to output said user-created graphic 
pattern input display data displayed on said LED display panel to said display

control unit which is used to control display contents of said LEDs on the basis of 
user-created graphic pattern input display data through said operation part.
